Queen appoints former nurse as 
new Lord Lieutenant of Somerset 


HER Majesty the Queen has appointed Anne Maw 
as the new Lord-Lieutenant for Somerset, who took 
over from Lady Gass on her retirement this week. 

Mrs Maw (pictured), 67, was a state registered 
nurse who trained at Westminster Hospital and since 
1999 she has been a guide in Wells Cathedral. 

In 2002 she had a riding accident resulting in para¬ 
plegia but despite life in a wheelchair, in 2008 she 
became High Sheriff of Somerset after which she 
chaired the Somerset Crimebeat Trust for one year. 

Mrs Maw is a trustee of charities supporting young 
athletes in Somerset, supporting those with disabil¬ 
ities and specifically supporting those with spinal in¬ 
juries in the West Country. She also is a director and 
council member of the Royal Bath and West Society, 
vice-president of the Lriends of Wells Cathedral and, 
particularly close to her heart, she is chancellor of 
the Children’s University of Somerset. 

Mrs Maw and her husband Richard, known as 
“Dickie”, live near Shepton Mallet having formerly 
lived in the Chew Valley for many years. They have 
three children and five grandchildren. 

Somerset County Council chairman David 
Lothergill this week paid tribute to the retiring Lady 
Gass, a former Somerset county councillor and High 
Sheriff who served as Lord-Lieutenant since 1998. 

Councillor Lothergill said: “Lady Gass has been a 
wonderful ambassador for Somerset and has done 
so much to promote our county over the past 17 
years. 

“On behalf of everyone at Somerset County Coun¬ 
cil I would like to extend our thanks to her and wish 
her all the very best in her retirement.” 

Her Majesty’s Lord-Lieutenant of Somerset is an 
honorary officer appointed by the Queen on the ad¬ 
vice of the Prime Minister. The office dates from the 



reign of Henry VIII, and the Lord-Lieutenant was 
originally responsible for the maintenance of order 
and for local defence. 

Today, the Lord-Lieutenant has a number of roles 
and responsibilities including arranging royal visits 
and escorting royal visitors, representing the Queen 
at events and advising on honours nominations.

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Football club to share ground with Holyrood Academy 


CHARD Town Football Club has been given 
a reprieve for one year but will have to 
ground-share for at least one season until a 
new pitch is ready. 

The club has joined forces with neighbouring Holy- 
rood Academy to provide a new home ground on the 
academy campus, to include what is known as a 3G all- 
weather pitch. 

This season, the club was barred from entering the FA 
Cup, FA Youth Cup and FA Vase because its Zembard 
Lane ground failed to comply with certain criteria. The 
club earned a reprieve for next season thanks to a peti¬ 
tion from supporters, but is looking to ground share 
from the start of the 2016-17 season as plans to provide 
a new ground hopefully materialise. 

Chard Town FC chairman Richard Allen has issued 
the following statement to fully explain the situation: 
“For a number of years Chard Town FC has been aware 
of its serious position regarding the pitch grading cri¬ 
teria required by the FA to retain its present Level 6 sta¬ 
tus as the constraints of its existing site prevent this 
standard being achievable. 

"The club has sought to relocate to a level site for 
some 30 years to comply, without success. As a result 
the FA set a deadline of March 31st 2015 for the club 
to rectify its grading issue or be faced with demotion 
from senior football, a level the club has attained for 
65 years. This season the club has been barred from en¬ 
tering the FA Cup, FA Youth Cup and FA Vase due to 
the grading issue. 

“In view of this critical situation, the board of Western 
League, with the support of its entire member clubs, 
presented a petition to the FA supporting Chard Town 
FC in its quest to remain on the existing Zembard Lane 
site for a further period to enable its relocation to pro¬ 
ceed. As a result of this intervention this deadline has 
been extended to March 31st 2016 by the FA League

Committee, albeit with conditions. 

“This decision is most encouraging but the year’s ex¬ 
tension does not give sufficient time to provide a new 
playing surface and supporting infrastructure. From the 
2016/17 season the club will have to seek a ground- 
share arrangement with other clubs to cover the interim 
period. 

“To this end, two clubs have responded to initial en¬ 
quiries and formal arrangements will need to be put in 
place to meet the FA conditions. In early December the 
principal of Holyrood Academy approached the club 
regarding the academy's desire to become involved in 
the development of community sport facilities, includ¬ 
ing football, and to this end a proposal has been put for¬ 
ward that a new site could be made available within the 
Holyrood campus, subject to necessary approvals. 

Benefit whole community 

“This offer prompted initial discussions with FA rep¬ 
resentatives, Western League and South Somerset Dis¬ 
trict Council officers, the Somerset FA development 
officer together with club and academy representatives 
in an effort to bring this proposal to fruition. 

“To benefit the whole community, the aspiration 
would be to provide a 3G all-weather pitch on the 
Holyrood campus site which would provide a new 
ground for Chard Town FC, new clubhouse/meeting 
room and car parking. These facilities could be used by 
the academy during school hours and by the wider 
community in the evenings and at weekends in con¬ 
junction with the football club. 

“Greg Dyke, the chairman of the FA, recently stated 
that it was his quest to see more 3G all-weather pitches 
in the country for grassroots football and to encourage 


District council reduces council tax 
precept after five years of freezing it 


SOUTH Somerset district councillors have agreed to 
reduce its share of the council tax by 1.99 per cent 
after five years of freezing it at the same level. 

The district council charged £150.74 annually per 
Band D property for its portion of the council tax for 
the past five years, but this will now drop to £147.75, 
cheaper than it was six years ago in 2009/10. 

The district has undertaken a re-assessment of for¬ 
ward risks, current reserves and forward commit¬ 
ments and concluded that £170,900 of confirmed 
New Homes Bonus money should be used to reduce 
the impact of council tax. 

The government's own assessment of spending 
power, i.e. the amount of income from council tax, 
New Homes Bonus, and other government grants 
per household, shows South Somerset having one of 
the lowest levels in England. Despite this, the district 
council has managed to find savings of almost 
£5.4million over the last four years with a further 
£1.1 million planned for 2015/16. This has meant that 
services have been maintained in the face of cuts of 
£6.5million in government grant over the last few 
years. 

At South Somerset District Council's Full Council 
meeting, the budget for 2015/16 was also set, which 
includes: 

• No increases to car park charges which were last in¬ 
creased in 2012; 

• Additional resources for local Economic Develop¬ 
ment; 

• Funding for CCTV cameras for the Princes Street 
underpass; 

• £522kfor new capital projects. 

Councillor Tim Carroll, deputy leader and portfolio 
holder for finance and spatial planning, commented: 
"Although our main government grant has reduced 
by some 59 per cent over the past four years, we have 
compensated for this by driving out savings, gener¬ 
ating additional income and, most significantly, op¬ 
timising the income from New Homes Bonus (NHB). 

"South Somerset District Council, as with other dis¬ 
trict councils, gets a sum equivalent to 80 per cent of 
the annual council tax on newly completed proper¬ 
ties for six years on each property. Although the re¬ 
cession has impacted severely on the house building 
industry, we have still managed to retain a higher 
than average housing completion record in the 
South Somerset area. 

"We have frozen our council tax at the same level 
for the past five years. With the recent announce¬ 
ment from government on what we were likely to re¬ 
ceive in the fifth year's NHB settlement, we took the 
view at a late stage that part of this award could be 


used to mitigate the impact of council tax on our res¬ 
idents - this was a use that was explicitly outlined in 
the original introduction of NHB. 

"Since the beginning of the recession, South Som¬ 
erset's approach was not only to continue to deliver 
statutory services like waste collection and planning, 
but also to maintain those discretionary activities like 
leisure centres, the local theatre, welfare advice, 
grants to community groups and the voluntary sec¬ 
tor and support to our high streets. Our residents 
place a high value on these discretionary areas and 
we were determined to maintain these wherever 
possible. 

"Although we are continuing to deliver our services 
at the same level, the district council workforce has 
reduced by 100 staff to 502 over the past four years. 
The majority of the reduction is due to our leisure 
centres'staff transferring into a trust. 

"We are confident that we can meet the future fi¬ 
nancial challenges even with the uncertainties of 
whatever national government emerges in May. Ob¬ 
viously, in the longer term, the picture may well 
change with the continuing austerity drive but we 
are satisfied that, as a debt-free authority, we have a 
sound financial situation for the next two years". 

Strong financial position 

Councillor Ric Pallister, leader of the council, com- 
mented:"Despite the ongoing financial pressures on 
local government and the future uncertainties, this 
budget demonstrates our confidence that South 
Somerset's strong financial position, sound manage¬ 
ment and innovative approach to making savings 
whilst preserving services to the public, is paying off. 

"It is right and proper that residents benefit when 
we are able, providing those front line services can 
be maintained and that our sound financial position 
is not compromised now or in the foreseeable future". 

Local MP David Laws has also welcomed news that 
the Liberal Democrat-led council has decided to re¬ 
duce its portion of the council tax. 

He said: "This is fantastic news for people in South 
Somerset and shows that the district council is not 
only delivering strong services but sound finances. 

"The Liberal Democrat councillors running the dis¬ 
trict council have done a brilliant job over the last five 
years, ensuring that residents can rely on the services 
they provide while at the same time freezing council 
tax for households in our area. 

"Now the council has gone further and cut council 
tax for South Somerset residents, a move which will 
give households a very welcome helping hand in 
these difficult times." 


more people into the game, including women's football. 

“There will no doubt be many hurdles to overcome 
with such a major project - one of which is funding. All 
possible avenues need to be explored and grants would 
have to be forthcoming from the FA and other agencies 
to make this possible together with Chard Town FC 
providing funding from its own resources. “Under the 
local plan (Chard Regeneration Scheme), the present 
Zembard Lane site has been zoned for residential de¬ 
velopment and the club has a 40 per cent share of the 
proceeds from the sale of the land when sold for devel¬ 
opment. South Somerset District Council’s planning 
department has already been approached and their 
guidance has been invaluable. 

“The FA and district council have to be convinced 
that this project is viable and to date five local adult 


clubs, two ladies' clubs and a local youth football club 
have pledged support in addition to use by the three 
teams presently attached to Chard Town FC plus the 
anticipated use by Holyrood Academy. The Perry Street 
& District Football League and the Western League 
have both endorsed the scheme. 

“Holyrood Academy and Chard Town FC will be 
looking to the whole community, local town and dis¬ 
trict councillors to give their full backing to this project. 
The club is very aware that it is only due to the acad¬ 
emy's generous offer that after 30 years this is the first 
real opportunity to secure the long-term future of senior 
football in Chard whilst having the dual benefit of 
being an enormous asset to the wider community and 
nothing less than the second largest town in South 
Somerset deserves.”

FERNE Animal Sanctuary's £1 million 
New Digs for Dogs building has 
been formally opened. 

BBC Somerset presenter Matt 
Faulkner cut the ribbon last Thurs¬ 
day to the joy of sanctuary staff, vol¬ 
unteers and supporters who have 
spent months fundraising for the 
project. 

Based in Wambrook, near Chard, 
and founded in 1939 by the late ani¬ 
mal activist Nina Douglas-Hamilton, 
Duchess of Hamilton and Brandon, 
Feme Animal Sanctuary originally 
looked after the pets of servicemen

The new centre enables the sanctuary to double 
its current capacity and it can now look after up to 
50 dogs. Apart from the kennel block, it also in¬ 
cludes an improved grooming and veterinary care 
room, social unit, offices, reception and a shop. 

Elaine Hayes, CEO at Feme Animal Sanctuary, 
said: "I am absolutely delighted that we are for¬ 
mally opening our new re-homing centre. This is 
another landmark in Feme's history as we enter 
our 75th year. 

"This centre will allow us to help more dogs find 
happy, forever homes across Somerset, Devon and 
Dorset." 

During the opening day, Matthew Crabb, a 
world-renowned chainsaw artist, carved Feme's 
logo into a tree stump as a lasting memory to 
commemorate the occasion. 

The Mayor of Chard, Councillor Jenny Kenton, 
who attended the opening, said: "Andy and I fre¬ 
quently visit Feme with our grandchildren, and 
were absolutely thrilled to be part of the celebra¬ 
tions. To raise half a million pounds in under a year 
is such a fantastic achievement and just goes to 
show how much people love animals. 

"During the fundraising period, every penny re¬ 
ally did count and that hard earned cash is now 
providing all of us, and the animals, with this in¬ 
credible state-of-the-art centre. For the animals 
that are homed here, it is their lifeline. 

"We wish Feme every success for the future and 
would encourage everyone to come and see the 
new facility soon."

CHARD Town Council has agreed once again to offer 
grants to local organisations under the Community 
Development Fund. 

The fund has been successfully operating since 
2010 and has distributed approximately £50,000 to 
local causes during that time. 

It seeks to help voluntary and community groups 
and charitable organisations in the town to set up new 
projects or enhance their current activities or facili¬ 
ties. The scheme is a fair way to assist with funding 
in Chard and helps target groups that will provide 
maximum benefit for people within town. 

The council is seeking to support many different

THIS year marks the centenary of the Westland Air¬ 
craft Works in Yeovil and the anniversary will be 
commemorated by a display at Yeovil's Town House 
along with the production of a souvenir booklet. 

South Somerset District Council's Community Her¬ 
itage Access Centre (CHAC) staff are asking whether 
anyone has any photographs or objects concerning 
Westland and/or the First World War that they can 
place in the exhibition.

Mother's Day - Sunday 15th March 2015

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Mother's Day Treats 


Salted caramel chocolate torte 


Indulge your Mother with this 
impressive chocolate torte. 
Ingredients 

• 175g digestive biscuits 

• 85g butter, melted 

• 397g can caramel (we used 
Carnation caramel) 

• 1 tsp sea salt, plus extra to serve 

• 300g plain chocolate (70% 
solids), broken into chunks 

• 600ml tub double cream 
•25g icing sugar 

• 2 tsp vanilla extract 

salted caramel chocolates, to 
decorate 

• single cream, to serve (optional) 

Method 

1. Line the base of a deep, round 
20cm loose-bottomed cake tin 
with a circle of baking parchment. 
Line the sides with one long strip 
that comes just above the sides of 
the tin - staple or paper clip where 
the strip overlaps to hold it in place. 

2. Crush the biscuits in a plastic 
bag or bowl with the end of a 
rolling pin. Stir into the melted but¬ 


ter, then evenly press into the bot¬ 
tom of the tin. Chill for 10 mins. 

3. Reserve 2 tbsp of the caramel. 
Stir the sea salt into the remainder 
and spoon into the centre of the 
biscuit base. Gently spread so the 
base is evenly covered but a visible 
1 -2cm border of biscuit remains 
around the edge. Chill for 20 mins 
while you make the chocolate 
layer. 

4. Gently melt the chocolate in a 
large heatproof bowl over a pan of 
barely simmering water. Stir 1 tbsp 
of the cream into the reserved 
caramel, then cover and chill until 
ready to decorate. Once the choco¬ 
late has melted, turn off the heat 
but leave the bowl where it is, and 
gradually stir in the remaining 
cream until you have a smooth, 
shiny, thick chocolate sauce. Sift in 
the icing sugar and stir in with the 
vanilla extract. Lift off the heat and 
let the mixture cool for 10 mins. 

5. Ladle or pour the chocolate mix¬ 
ture around the edge of the torte 
first, so it fills the biscuit border, 
sealing the caramel in the centre. 


Then ladle or pour in the rest and 
gently shake to smooth the sur¬ 
face. Chill for at least 5 hrs or up to 
24 hours until firm. 

6. Remove the torte from the tin, 
then carefully peel off the strip of 
paper and transfer to a serving 
plate. Dot the chocolates on top. 
Spoon the reserved caramel-cream 
mixture into a small food or freezer 
bag. Snip off the tiniest tip of the 
corner to make a very small open¬ 
ing, then squiggle lines of caramel 
over the top. Chill until ready to 
serve. Scatter with a pinch or two 
of sea salt before serving, then 
thinly slice. Eat with a drizzle of sin¬ 
gle cream, if you like.
